Further 
Race Halt 
Sought 


The town will take further 
court action against West An- 
dover property owners who have 
allowed use of their land for 
Sunday pony races. 

The selectmen have asked 
Town Counsel Alfred L, Daniels 
to seek an injunction in Supreme 
Court against the Disbrow family, 
259 Chandler Road, on whose 
property the M-:ddlesex Pony 
Trotting Association has con- 
ducted races on Sundays in the 
past. 

The town sought an injunction 
in Superior Court after the races 
were conducted on aSunday after- 
noon in May. The Superior Court 
denied the injunction. 

The town contends that no 

further activity should take place 
pending the appeal of the spon- 
soring organization which is 
awaiting action at the District 
Court level. 
» The association, which con- 
ducted races there last year, 
petitioned the zoning board of 
appeals for permission to con- 
tinue their activity at the Chand- 
ler Road site. 

The petition was denied and the 
organization decided to appeal the 
decision, which now can be done 
at the District Court level. While 
the appeal was presented to the 
court some time ago, it is not 
expected to be heard for some 
time, possibly not until the fall 
session. 

After the Middlesex group con- 
ducted races on a Sunday after- 
noon in May, the town asked town 
counsel to seek an injunction to

Fhe new administrative 
position in the school system 
may not be filled until after the 
first half of the- school year 
has been completed. 

Dr. Kenneth R, Seifert, super- 
intendent of schools, reported 
this week that several applica- 
tions for the new post, dealing 
with secondary education, have 
been received. 

The superintendent said he now 
feels that he will make the new 
post effective probably in Feb- 
ruary. 

With the vacation period now 
in effect, it is difficult to gather 
all the educational administra- 
tors to go over the position 
effectively at this time, the 
superintendent said. 

He also would like time to go 
over the post before filling it, 
he said. 

There are four local applicants 
seeking the new position of as- 
sistan: superintendent and 
numerous applicants from 
outside the system. 

It will take time to review and 
interview all applicants, Seifert 
noted, thus moving the starting 
date off until possibly February,

establishment of a civil service 
list for appointment of patrol- 
men. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said this week, that while 
a list has become certified for 
promotion of a sergeant to the 
lieutenant vacancy, there is no 
established list for patrolmen 
as yet. 

The manager said he and 
Police Chief David L, Nico!l 
have agreed to wait for such a 
list, before making any promo- 
tions within the department. 

Austin explained that the town 
has an obligation to appoint some 
additional patrolmen to imple- 
ment the department’s new work 
schedule, which provides for four 
days on duty and two days off. 
The new schedule is part of the 
collective bargaining agreement 
reached between the town andthe 
police last year. 

The manager said that only 
provisional appointments could 
be made at this time, and it is 
difficult to obtain persons who 
would be interested in taking an 
appointment, leaving a job, with- 
out the assurance of permanent 
appointment, 

Too, the manager stated, the 
town would be naming a person 
and training him, without 
assurance that he would be 
eligible for permanent appoint- 
ment.

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During the interim period, re- 
organization plans will go 
forward looking toward con- 
firmation by the delegate body 
at the first annual meeting. 

The Boards of Directors of 
the three cooperatives in the 
consolidation will sit as Yankee 
Milk’s board for the interim 
period. 

Pooling the facilities of the 
three cooperatives, Yankee Milk 
anticipates adjustments in opera- 
tions that eventually will lead 
to efficiencies, savings, better 
services to members, and im- 
proved milk handling all along 
the line. 

Speaking of the consolidation, 
General Manager Fisher said, 
‘*Yankee Milk, with its 6,000 
members, will exert a greater 
influence on the producers’ be- 
half wherever their interests are 
at stake. The new cooperative 
will be in a stronger bargaining 
position than any of the three 
cooperatives could be singly.” 

Yankee Milk, Inc., has been 
organized into 24 districts, each 
with approximately 240 pro- 
ducer-members. Each district 
will elect a director to sit on 
the Yankee Milk, Inc., board. 
Six directors-at-large will be 
elected at the annual meeting. 

Mr, Fisher said the districts 
will be organized as soon as 
possible with all district organi- 
zations completed well before the 
first annual meeting in Novem- 
ber. 

In discussing the interim 
period, Mr. Fisher said that 
wherever possible, business as 
usual will be the order of the 
day; and where changes are 
necessary, they will be made in 
such a way as to minimize the 


difficulties that change some- 


times visits on those involved, 

Mr. Fisher emphasized that 
while Yankee Milk, Inc., has 
been organized by the three major 
dairy cooperatives in the milk- 
shed, the door is open for all 
producer cooperatives to join 
and add their strength for the 
general well-being of all dairy 
farmers.

Strength in the nonfactory in- 
dustries was centered in sea- 
sonally expanding sectors like 
construction, wholesale and re- 
tail trade (especially in resort 
areas and particularly in build- 
ing supply establishments, eat- 
inz and drinking places, depart- 
ment stores, establishments 
dealing with motor vehicles, 
equipment, and gasoline), and 
service establishments (es- 
pecially hotels, motels, and a 
host of outdoor sports, amuse- 
ments, and recreational activi- 
ties). 

Unemployment declined in all 
eight of the major metropolitan 
areas, although all had unem- 
ployment rates of six percent 
or higher. The Boston area with 
6.1 percent unemployed was 
lowest while Lowell and Law- 
rence - Haverhill both had rates 
above 9 percent. Only Brockton 
and Lowell areas had lowered 
their unemployment rates in the 
past year: Lowell because of a 
net drop in the workforce of 
1600 while employment remained 
nearly unchanged: Brockton be- 
cause of a rise in area employ- 
ment,

Scientists 
Get Grants 
For Research 


Three area scientists were 
named by the Northeast Chapter 
Massachusetts HeartA ssociation 
to receive researchgrants during 
the 1971-72 fiscal year, Kirwan 
T. MacMillan, M.D,, President 
of the Northeast Chapter has an- 
nounced, 

The recipient of the Chapter’s 
newly instituted George A, De- 
Moulas Fellowship, to be awarded 
annually in memory of the Chap- 
ter’s late Chairman of the Board, 
is Roberta G. Williams, M.D,, 
who is researching at the Child- 
ren’s Hospital Medical Center, 
Boston. Dr. Williams received 
her training at Duke University 
and the University of NorthCaro- 
lina School of Medicine. Her 
study, ‘‘Use of Ultrasound in 
Congenital Heart Disease,’’ will 
involve the visualization of the 
heart by the use of ultrasound, 
Such techniques have been 
adapted to adult cardiology, but 
not applied to infants. It is hoped 
that a non-invasion method can 
be developed to aid in the diag- 
nosis of congenital heart disease 
in these small patients, ' 

Alexander P, Fabiato, M.D., 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital, 
was awarded a Grant-in-Aid for 
his research on ‘‘Excitation- 
contraction coupling in single 
cardiac cells.’’ The proposed 
investigation is a highly sophis- 
ticated study of the events which 
control cardiac contraction, Dr. 
Fabiato proposes to delve downto 
the level of the minute compo- 
nents which make up _ the 
individual muscle cell. To be 
measured will be the effects of 
various drugs, such as digitalis, 
and other chemicals on the con- 
tracting units within the muscle 
cells, The investigation attempts 
to explore, at the deepest levels 
now possible, the mechanisms of 
heart muscle. 

The final Grant-in-Aid was 
awarded to Martin J, 
Kushmerick, Ph.D., of the Har- 
vard Medical School who is doing 
research on ‘‘The Chemical Bal- 
ance in Muscle Energetics.”’ Dr, 
Kushmerick is an Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Physiology and is 
acknowledged as one of the very 
bright investigators in the field 
of muscle energetics and the 
heart, 

‘*‘These awards, made possible 
through volunteer contributions 
to the Heart Fund Campaign in 
February, enable our most gifted 
scientists to search for answers 
to complicated problems of the 
heart and circulatory diseases,’’ 
Dr. MacMillan added.

It doesn’t do everything -- but 
it does help, 


Concern, Inc., a consumer- 
oriented conservation organiza- 
tion, suggests that there are three 
ways that individuals can make a 
small valley in the mountainous 
problem of trash disposal: 

-- Reduce at the source by what 
you buy. 
-- Reuse and recycle as muchas 
possible, 
-- Work for effective disposal 
systems, 

The first two are effective 
ways of helping by changes in 
habits of buying, using and dis- 
posing of material in one’s own 
household, The third cannot be 
done by one individual alone, but 
by working with the local, state 
and federal government, people 
can see that political action is 
taken to develop new techniques 
of disposing of and recycling 
waste materials. 

Here are some ways an indi- 
vidual can help reduce trash at 
the source: 

-- Cut down on disposable items. 
Use returnable bottles, cloth pro- 
ducts instead of paper napkins, 
towels, tissues and diapers. 
Avoid plates, glasses and eating 
utensils that must be discarded 


after one use. 


-- Cut down of items which are 
overpackaged, Buy in bulk, (It’s 
cheaper, too.) Don’t buy over- 
packaged materials. Eliminate 
extra bags and boxes by using a 
string bag or canvas tote bag to 
carry home your purchases. 
-- Buy thoughtfully, and throw 
‘away reluctantly. Think of the 
disposal problem and effects on 
the environment of any item you 
purchase. 

Individuals can also help by 
reusing and recycling as muchas 
possible: 


-- Return those returnable bot- 


tles. 

-- Return coat hangers to your 
cleaner. 

-- Resue old envelopes and use 
both sides of stationery. 

-- Use old jars for storing left- 
overs or keeping your supply of 
nails, tacks, nuts and bolts in 
order. 

-- Share magazines with friends 
or give them to institutions. 

-- Give reusable clothing, toys 
ch appliances and furniture 
to charities who resell them. 
(You may claim a tax deduc- 
tion.) 

-- Use your local recycling and 
reclamation centers for news- 
papers, bottles and cans. Ifthere 
is no recycling center near you, 
consider starting one. 

-- Create consumer demand for 
recycled paper products in your 
own community. Consumer de- 
mand for recycled paper products 
will both increase the quality and 
lower the cost of these products, 
while reducing excessive waste.

Where does the world really 
stand, ecologically? Are things 
really as bad as some people 
say? 

In its first World EQ (for 
Environmental Quality) Index, the 
National Wildlife Federation, in 
cooperation with the United Na- 
tions Conference on the Human 
Environment, has attempted to 
answer these questions. 

The EQ Index tried to get the 
best collective judgment of global 
experts on where man stands 
today in conservation of water, 
wildlife, land, minerals, air and 
population. ‘‘And <o project what 
will happen if man continues 
pell-mell in the direction and 
at the pace he’s now going.” 

Here’s how the EQ Index sees 
things: 

Water -- Situation: Poor. Out- 
look: Uncertain. We’re dipping 
into underground reserves. Pol- 
lution is increasing. People must 
learn it is good economics to 
clean up water -- and keep it 
cleaa. (99 percent of the water 
on earth is salt or frozen. and 
the rest is unevenly distributed. 
Many rivers flow into the sea as 
open sewers, polluting coastal 
and estuarine areas that are the 
source of 20 percent of the 
world’s protein supply.) 

Wildlife -- Situation: Losing 
on wide front, Outlook: Not bright; 
people must be taught the im- 
portance of wildlife in man’s 
future. Most nations need re- 
search, legislation, and more 
wildlife preserves. (There are 
922 endangered species -- some, 
like the big cats, endangered by 
fashion, but more threatened by 
habitat destruction.) 

Land -- Situation: Bad. Out- 
look; Grim. Amount of food- 
producing land per capita is 


t 
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shrinking. Green Revolution of- 
fers some hope. Real hope: bring 
population in line with land re- 
sources. (Must of the earth is 
too hot, too cold, too wet or too 
dry for food crops.) 

Minerals -- Situation: Fair, 


for now. Outlook: Not good. World’ 


urgently needs to recycle all 
metals. . .to explore for and 
conserve fossil fuels. . .and to 
step up nuclear energy research, 
(There are not enough mineral 
resources to support 3.7 billion 
people at a standard of living 
equal to Western Europe, at least 
not without important new break- 
throughs in technology.) . 

Air -- Situation: Bad in big 
cities, Outlook: May get worse. 
Technology is available to control 
pollution, But, money is needed -- 
plus recognition that clean air is 
an asset. (Air pollution is more 
than ugly and sme}ly -- it does 
actual, measura»le damage to 
health, materials, vegetatio 
domestic anima}s and wildlife. 

Population -- Situation: Zoom- 
ing population growth burdens 
every facet of the World EQ In- 
dex. Solution: Population control 
-- or some dramatic, but unex- 
pected, breakthrough. (The big 
question is: How many people, 
at what standard of living, can 
Earth support?) 

Is there hope? Yes -- but it 
requires action, no! just words, 

Introducing the EQ Index, Mau- 
rice Strong, secretary-general 
of the United Nations Conference 
on the Human Environment held 
in Stockholm this month, said, 
*‘At this juncture of human his- 
tory, we must affirm the physi- 
cal unity and interdependence of 
the biosphere’s diverse ele- 
ments, and realize that we ho!d 
the planet in trust for future 
generations. . .we need to achieve 
an international and communal 
sense of urgency that we can 
translate into dynamic global 
action,”’

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Youth Corps | 
To Conduct 


Program 


The Greater Lawrence Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps has been 
selected. by the U.S. Department 
of Labor for the secondconsecu- 
tive year to conduct an innovative 
pilot program. Termed VEPS - 
Vocational Exploration in the 
Private Sector - the program is 
designed to offer career interest 
exploration and work experience 
in accordance with the students 
educational program and the pri- 
vate business community. 

Under the terms of VEPS, a 
private enterprise may hire a 
young person, and have the NYC 
pay half his salary. The student 
is paid an hourly rate of $1.75 
with the employer and the NYC 
sharing the costs. The NYC also 
provides the necessary work- 
man’s compensation during that 
period in which it is assuming 
the costs. The only restriction 
on the prospective employee is 
that he or she be an area high 
school student between the ages 
of 16 and 18, and that he be a 
member of a family either re- 
ceiving public assistance or 
classified as having alow income 
according to federal poverty 
criteria, 

There are presently 9 U.S, 
cities conducting a VEPS pro- 
gram. In addition to Lawrence 
they are: Haverhill; Columbus, 
Ohio; Flint, Michigan; Fort 
Worth, Texas; Norfolk, Va.; 
Pittsburgh, Pa.; Salt Lake City, 
Utah; and San Bernardino, Calif. 

The program objectives of 
VEPS are comparable to those of 
the regular NYC in-school pro- 
gram. Briefly stated, these ob- 
jectives are: 


1. To provide youth with the 
incentive to remain in school 
and earn a high school diploma. 

2. To facilitate a smoothtran- 
sition upon high school gradua- 
tion into the full time work force. 

3. To provide youth with part 
time employment while in school. 

However, the basic premise of 
VEPS differs from the regular 
NYC in-school program. 
Whereas in the past, NYC pro- 
grams have been conducted in 
conjunction with non-profit or- 
ganizations, VEPS was created 
specifically for the purpose of 
working with the private, profit- 
making sector. This is what 
makes VEPS unique, for should 
it prove feasible, it may change 
the basic concept of the neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps in the 
future. 

The NYC presently has funds 
to conduct the year long VEPS 
program for 40 students. The 
students will be allowed to work 
for 40 hours during the summer 
months and on a part time basis

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Roger L. Jewett, state director 
of the Bureau of Commercial and 
Industrial Development, says that 
four of every five companies 
interested in relocating or es- 
tablishing a plant here want some 
sort of financial incentive. 

He backs pending bills toboost 
tax credits for industry, tophase 
out the corporate excise tax and 
to broaden areas of bond finan- 
cing as ways to help Massachu- 
setts out of its economic dold- 
rums. 

Mr. Jewett directs a team of 
researchers, economists and 
field workers who can come up 
with answers to such. industry 
problems as an area’s proximity 
to a railway line, a site’s load- 
bearing characteristics, the 
availability of unskilled workers. 

He’s particularly interested in 
matching communities to in- 
dustrial parks, noting that six 
companies now seek such sites 
in Massachusetts, 

Under home rule laws, com-~- 
munities have the right to screen 
out undesirable industries, he 
says as he explains a new law 
authorizing municipal bond 
issues to finance such parks so 
that a company can get 5 percent 
financing instead of the usual 7 
to 9 percent. 

Just three weeks ago, the state 
Industrial Finance Board 
approved a half-million dollar 
bond issue by the town of Wal- 
pole to build a machinery build- 
ing plant, which will eventually 
open up 105 jobs for the com- 
munity, and a $450 thousand bond 
issue in Mansfield which will open 
up 42 new jobs in a printing ink 
plant. 


How much new business the 
state can attract will eventually 
hinge on how much venture capi- 
tal it can probide, Mr. Jewett 
feels, 

‘*Money rates are fluctuating 
now more than ever,’’ he says. 
‘‘There’s lots of money in the 


banks but it’s hard to find it at 


good terms,’’ 

So as secretary of the state’s 
Industrial Finance .Board, he’s 
concentrating on ways to help 
communities and industry co- 
operate on projects. 

What kind of cooperation? 

Mr, Jewett is convinced that, 
for one thing, companies should 
get help in adding anti-pollution 
devices, They need this to stay 
competitive, he says. ‘‘Other- 
wise, it’s just an added cost.” 

In what he hopes is a fore- 
runner of other solid waste 
facilities, the town of Saugus 
has voted to establish an in- 
dustrial development financing 
authority to finance a disposal 
plant. A private corporatior will 
receive and dispose of solid 
wastes from Saugus and other 
area communities, and, as an 
added benefit, will sell live steam 
to the General Electric Com- 
pany’s Lynn plant. 

If the state Senate okays two 
pending bills, communities will 
also be able to finance air and 
water pollution abatement 
facilities via municipal bonding.

Modern education, one of our most important and 
costliest endeavors, is constantly a subject for debate as to 
the benefits of varied and so-called progressive programs. 

This past weekend a Boston television station put forth 
an all night program dealing with education in all its 
phases. 

- It was telecast beginning late in the evening and con- 
tinuing until about 6 a.m. 

The time slot, we think from its initial 11:30 p.m. 

offering was correctly programmed, since thousands would 
have been fortunate in having missed it. 

It dealt quite heavily in the area of ungradedness, with 
parents and students informing of their desire to do their 
own thing by way of obtaining an education. 

Frankly, we don’t carp at all these new-fangled educa- 
tional ideas. Progressiveness is wonderful and new methods 
are always acceptable, provided they produce results. 

The underlying theme among the students on the pro- 
gram was freedom from regimentation. Well, a little free- 
dom may be all right, but when a youngster decides the 
reading program scheduled for that particular day is not 

“his cup of tea, it shouldn’t be an.occasion for him to take 
a walk. 

Much of this new liberalism has crept into Andover’s 
public school system. 

Administrators parade before school committee mem- 
bers outlining programs undertaken in their schools with 
magnificent results. 

One can anticipate that an employee would not attempt 
to impress his employer with a program failure. But, we 
have some doubt that all programs are as successful as 
presented. 

Success or failure seems immeasurable, since individual 
accomplishment can not be judged on a comparative level, 
under new systems. ‘ 

The big question would seem to be which system is 
most advantageous - the liberal or the conservative. 

A proper blending of the two might be best.
